You position your paddle and fix your attention on the fast-moving river ahead - the Youghiogheny with its Class 
V rapids. Shimmering rocks cut through long, rippling cords of brisk April waters. Sluicing swiftly through the white, 
churning river, you see the rocks cluster, leaving only narrow passages. Hard, harder, you dig into the sun-dazzled, froth- 
ing whirlpool in an effort to push your boat to the right and then quickly to the left in the roiling waters. Fast, faster, 
electric energy powers your brain, your body. Through the thunderous splashes against the unyielding surface, your sleek 
kayak cuts sharply between jutting boulders, spewing white plumes upward into the sun. You shoot forward powered 
by adrenaline, your paddle and the unforgiving current. 
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You're on Deep Creek Lake and it’s time for wakeboarding! You've already mastered those really large heelside wake 
jumps, and now it’s time for a front flip. Yeah, you're psyched for this. You’re up and out of the water and the boat’s wake 
begins to widen. You cut out 15’, 18’, 20’, and then swing back on a progressive edge. That’s the way they said to take 
it - starting with weight on your back foot as you pop off the wake and straighten that leg. Now rolling forward, push 
your head and shoulder toward the board’s nose. The front of the board is up. You’re midway through a cartwheel in the 
air. Coming around, your board’s perpendicular to the water. Ease up on the rope, bend legs, hand back for balance. Slap! 
Whoosh! You’re down and racing to the outside again. 

On another part of Deep Creek Lake, just beyond the Glendale Bridge, under a brilliant July sky, you launch your 
sailboat. It’s a Flying Scot, of course, handcrafted by its designer right here in Garrett County. It is said “‘to sail in a whis- 
per.’ The gentle breeze billows the 190 square feet of white mainsail and jib as you skim lightly along the shoreline. Sun 
warms your face while the cool air clears all the cobwebs away. Next stop: the Bermuda Cup.

Garrett State Forest 

Mountain forests, streams and valleys 
make up the 7,400 acres in Garrett 
State Forest. In 1906, the Garrett broth- 
ers of the B&O Railroad fame gave the 
State of Maryland 2,000 acres of forest- 
land under the condition that a state 
forestry department be established to 
manage the area. The donated area was 
originally named Swallow Falls State 
Forest. The name was changed in 1976 
to Garrett State Forest in honor of the 
donors. Pets are invited to accompany

Potomac State Forest 

This forest contains 12,400 acres of 
trees, streams and wildlife. It is located 
along Backbone Mountain, near the 
headwaters of the historic Potomac 
River. The terrain 1s rugged with eleva- 
tions ranging from 1,800 feet along the 
Potomac to 2,960 feet on Backbone 
Mountain. 

This steep gradient has numerous fast 
falling brooks and streams which feed 
the river. Several of the larger streams are 
Schell Laurel.

The possibilities for 
recreation in the forest are, for the most 
part, of a primitive nature. It offers sce- 
nic vistas, camping, hunting, fishing, bik- 
ing, and nature appreciation.

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Savage River State Forest 

This is the largest of Maryland’s State 
Forests and contains over 53,000 acres of 
forestland, streams and wildlife habitat 
for your enjoyment.

Within the 
Savage River State Forest are two state 
parks - New Germany and Big Run.

Improved Grounds 

Each campsite is a 24’ x 24’ camp pad 
with a picnic table, fire ring with grill, 
a lantern post and room for a camper 
trailer, RV or tent. The driveway allows 
for the parking of one vehicle. Some 
driveways have room for additional 
vehicles or trailers. Some parks have 
additional parking for extra vehicles. 
Camping areas have centrally located 
washhouses with toilets, sinks, showers 
and hot/cold water. Drinking fountains 
and cold-water spigots are near each 
washhouse. Laundry tubs are available 
at the washhouses in some parks. The

Safe Boating 


Statewide Boating Regulations for Non-Tidal Waters: 

1. Boating accidents must be reported. 

2. When water-skiing, two persons in the boat (an operator and an observer) must be at 
least 12 years old. 

3. No water-skiing between sunset and sunrise. 

4. It is unlawful to operate a boat in a reckless or negligent manner, or while under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs. 

5. One Coast Guard approved Personal Flotation Device (PFD) must be carried for each 
person aboard and additional safety equipment may be required. 

6. Children ages 7 and under must wear their Personal Flotation Devices (PFDs.) 

7. A valid registration must be on board and correctly displayed. 

8. Water-skiing is not permitted within 100 ft. of docks, shore, boats, or other people. 

9. Navigation lights must be displayed between sunset and sunrise. 

10. A Boating Safety Certificate is required for those born on or after July 1, 1972. Contact 

Garrett College, 301-387-3069 or 301-777-7771, for dates of certification classes. 


spss Regulations for Deep Creek Lake: 

. A vessel may not exceed 26 ft. in length, except pontoon boats, which may not 
exceed 30 ft.. 

. Sirens are not permitted. 

. Houseboats are not permitted. 

. Engines may not exceed the manufacturer’s recommended capacity, or total dis- 
placement of 550 cubic inches - whichever is less. 

. Parasailing is not permitted on the lake. 

. Vessels shall be muffled so as not to exceed state noise level limits. 

. No garbage, sewage or other waste materials may be discharged into the lake. 

. Aircraft are prohibited on the lake and buffer strip. 

. Personal Watercraft (PWC), a motorized vessel which can only carry the number of per- 
sons as specified by the manufacturer, may not be operated on the lake between 11 
a.m. and 4 p.m. on: Sat., Sun. and Memorial Day weekend and Sat., Sun. and holidays 
from July 1 through Labor Day. 


In addition to all other boating regulations, PWC must abide by a set of their own 
regulations, a few of which are: 
1. Persons must be at least 16 years of age to operate a PWC. 
2. All persons aboard a PWC must wear a Coast Guard approved Personal Flotation Device (PFD). 
3. A person may not operate a PWC in a negligent manner; i.e., jumping the wake of 
other vessels within 100 ft. of vessel. 
4. A person may not operate a PWC between the hours of sunset and sunrise. 


Restricted Skiing Areas and Speed Zones: 

. On Deep Creek Lake, a person may not operate a vessel towing a skier, an aqua- 
plane, or similar device within 100 ft. of any bridge. 

. Water-skiing is not permitted beyond the buoys in the upper end of North Glade Cove 
from 12 p.m. until sunset each Sat., Sun. and holidays. 

. A person may not operate a vessel at a speed in excess of three knots within 100 ft. 
of the shoreline anywhere on the lake, except that a person may tow a skier from a 
dock or shore and then immediately exit the restricted area. 

. A person may not operate a vessel in excess of three knots between the hours of 11 
a.m. and 4 p.m. on Sat., Sun. and holidays from the Memorial Day weekend to 
Labor Day in the area which lies between Beckman’s Cove and North Glade Cove. 

5. A person may not operate a vessel at a speed in excess of three knots at any time in the 
following areas: Meadow Mountain Run, east of the Meadow Mountain Bridge; McHenry 
Cove, north of the restriction buoys; upper end of Red Run Cove, southwest of the restric- 
tion buoys; Thayerville Cove, southwest of a line of buoys extending from the easternmost 
point of the Arrowhead peninsula; upper end of Hoop Pole Cove, southwest of the restric- 
tion buoys; and upper end of Pawn Run Cove, northwest of the restriction buoys.

Spring and fall are the best seasons for 
canoeing in Garrett County. River levels 
are usually up from either snowmelt or 
rainfall, offering increased water levels for 
river and flat water paddling. The 
Youghiogheny, Casselman, Potomac and 
Savage Rivers offer a wide range of diffi- 
culty for the beginner to expert paddlers. 
In addition, scheduled dam releases from 
Deep Creek Lake provide up to Class V 
whitewater from April through October. 
Dam release schedules for the Yough can 
be obtained by calling 814-533-8911 or 
visiting www.garrettchamber.com. It is 
recommended to always know the diffi- 
culty of any river section you plan to pad- 
dle before your trip.

Garrett County offers seven flat-water 
lakes for paddling. The four smaller lakes 
that restrict motorized craft are in order 
of size starting with the largest: Savage 
Raver Reservoir, Broadford, Herrington 
Manor and New Germany Lakes. Deep 
Creek Lake, Youghiogheny Dam and 
Jennings Randolph Lake permit power- 
boats and all types of water sports. In the 
summer months, it is best to canoe in 
the early morning or evening hours. All 
seven of the lakes offer a great paddling 
adventure in the spring and fall.

Garrett County has numerous and 
unique fly-fishing opportunities. All state 
record trout were caught in Garrett 
County: Brook trout— 6 lbs. 1.75 oz. in 
the North Branch of the Potomac; 
brown trout — 18 lbs. 3 oz., in North 
Branch of the Potomac; cutthroat trout — 
7 Ibs. 9 oz. in the North Branch of the 
Potomac and rainbow trout - 14 Ibs. 3 oz 
in the Savage River Reservoir. Garrett 
County offers miles of pure, cold moun- 
tain rivers, streams and lakes and has 
become one of the premier fly-fishing 
destinations in the United States. The 
detailed Fly-Fishing brochure is available 
at the Garrett County Visitors Center, 
301-387-4386 or visit www.flyfishmary- 
land.com. Garrett County is attractive 
for fly-fishing not only because of the 
miles of fishing opportunities, but also 
because of the diversity of fishing areas 
located in a small geographical space.

It is rec- 
ommended that you consult a map 
before setting out since Maryland and 
West Virginia have a reciprocal agree- 
ment on the North Branch - a valid 
license from either state is recognized 
from both sides of the river. 

For the accomplished fly-fisherman, 
the Savage River’s tail water’s wild brown 
and brook trout offer the ultimate fly- 
fishing challenge. Special regulations on 
the river offer a year-round fishing 
opportunity.

SNOWMOBILING 


This exciting sport offers thrills for 
both young and old. Snowmobiling is 
permitted in the state forests on marked 
trails. Maps of existing snowmobile 
trails and general information are avail- 
able from the state forest offices or the 
Garrett. County Champa of 
Commerce office. 

Snowmobiling is permitted on pri- 
vate lands only with written permission 
from the landowner. You may not ride 
a snowmobile on or adjacent to public 
highways except to cross at a 90-degree 
angle. You may not cross a limited 
access highway and snowmobile per- 
mits are required to utilize trails in any 
Maryland State Park. Usage is permit- 
ted between December 15 and March 
15. Permits are $15 for the four-month 
period and are only available at some 
state park offices. Additional informa-_ 
tion regarding snowmobiling laws may 
be obtained from the Maryland State 
Police, 301-387-1101. 


SNOWSHOEING

changed with the introduction of the 
National Road. This first federally 
funded road _ followed General 
Braddock’s route west across what 1s 
now northern Garrett County. The 
highway carried tradesmen, travelers 
and settlers northwest to Pittsburgh and 


beyond. Taverns and inns were built in 
Little Crossings and Grantsville to serve 


the travel-weary, who endured hours of 
rough carriage or coach rides. In 
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response to an increase in ‘traffic, busi- 
nesses such as accommodations for 
drovers and stables for their livestock 
popped up along the National Road. 

Some of these early inns still stand in 
Grantsville today — as testimony to the 
region’ heritage of hospitality. The 
Casselman Inn and Penn Alps Restaurant 
are just two of many historic sites along 
the old National Road. Another is the 
Casselman Raver Bridge, built in 1813 to 
speed travelers on their way. Historic pic- 
torial markers, in the town park and in 
front of the Casselman Inn, outline the 
impact of travel on the local economy 
and the development of the accommoda- 
tions and tourism industry. | 

The 19th century saw the coming of 
the Iron Horse to Garrett County. The 
railroad tied the eastern cities to Garrett 
County and the secret was out - the blis- 
tering summer heat of Baltimore and 
Washington could be escaped by a train 
ride to western Maryland. By 1884, the 
gracious Queen Anne-style Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad Station welcomed many 
rich and famous people. Presidents, rail- 
road magnates, and other captains of 
industry all sought refuge from the tedi- 
um of summer in the city and enjoyed the 
luxury hotels and summer cottages that 
were built in response to the overwhelm- 
ing demand in the Oakland, Mountain 
Lake Park, and Deer Park areas. 

Today, the Deer Park Inn, a relic of 
those railroad glory days, still welcomes 
guests to dine, to stay in its well-appoint-

the Deer Park waters. 
Through volunteer efforts and dona- 
tions the B&O railroad station has been 
restored to its former grandeur, and all

The arrival of the automobile 
brought even more visitors, and they 
were again traveling the same route as 
the early stagecoaches. Over time, the 
National Road became Rt. 40, which 
in turn became Rt. 48, which was 
upgraded to Interstate 68 in the 
1990s. 

Among the early automobile 
tourists to Garrett County were the 
‘Vagabonds’ — the world-famous quar- 
tet of Henry Ford, Harvey Firestone, 
John Burroughs and Thomas Edison. 
The foursome enjoyed long camping 
vacations in remote areas including 
Muddy Creek Falls. 

During one particular visit, the group 
decided to visit the Cranesville Swamp. 
The road they traveled, used mostly by 
logging trucks, had some very deep 
ruts, and Thomas Edison’s big Packard 
eventually became stuck in the mud.

The Cove Overlook 

Heading south on Rt. 219 toward 
the town of Accident is a spot where 
you can experience a view to remem- 
ber. The Cove Overlook, at an eleva- 
tion of 2,800 feet, provides a panorama 
of the scenic farmlands below, stretch- 
ing south along the valley and west- 
ward to the mountain crest. This awe- 
some landscape has been photographed 
and captured on canvases in all seasons. 


Muddy Creek Falls 

Located in Swallow Falls State Park, 
Muddy Creek Falls is a powerful 53- 
foot cataract, the highest waterfall in 
Maryland. The surrounding stands of 
virgin hemlocks and dense rhododen- 
dron produce a noticeably cool tem- 
perature and a quiet that contrasts to 
the water’s roar. Though no longer per- 
mitted, camping was once acceptable 
adjacent to Muddy Creek Falls. It was 
here that the self-styled “Vagabonds, 
Henry Ford, Harvey Firestone, John 
Burroughs and Thomas Edison, rolled 
out their sleeping cots to camp in 1918 
and again in 1921.

The National Road 


As the first federally funded route in 
1811, the National Road cut across 
northern Garrett County, indelibly 
marking the area now known as 
Grantsville. Inns, taverns and coach 
stops sprang up along the roadway (Alt. 
Rt. 40), providing hospitality to the 
early 19th century traveler. The eco- 
nomic and cultural impact of this road 
is recounted on markers placed before 
the historic Casselman Inn and at the 
entrance to the community park. In

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Fairfax Stone 

From humble beginnings springs the 
exuberant Potomac River, and the 
Fairfax Stone marks the spot where it 
begins. In addition to marking the head- 
waters of the Potomac River, the Fairfax 
Stone played a prominent part in deter- 
mining the boundary line of West 
Virginia. To visit the area, cross the few 
miles into West Virginia on Rt. 219 and 
turn left at the Fairfax Stone park sign. 


Maple Syrup 

The art of sugaring is still practiced, 
basically unchanged, on farms in the 
Garrett County Deep Creek Lake Area. 
A maple must be 40 years old before it 
can be tapped to access the ‘water’ 
which is collected for processing. Once 
collected, the sweet sap is boiled in 
huge containers until it becomes a 
thick, rich, golden syrup. Local maple 
products are available at stores through- 
out the area. The sugaring season runs 
from early February through early 
April. Visitors may tour Steyer Brothers 
Maple Syrup farm during sugaring 
time.

Hoye Crest of Backbone Mountain 
Hoye Crest of Backbone Mountain 
boasts the highest point in Maryland with 
an elevation of 3,360 feet. This point, a 
favorite destination for hikers, was named 
after Captain Charles Edward Hoye, a 
renowned historian who preserved the 
areas history and founded the Garrett 
County Historical Society. Situated close 
to the state line, the easiest access to Hoye 
Crest is from West Virginia’s Monongahela 


Beautiful Swallow Falls 


National Forest. Once you make it to the 
crest, don’t forget to pick up a certificate, 
located near the Hoye Crest marker sign, 
confirming that you made it to the high- 
est point in Maryland. These certificates 
are provided by the Friends of Backbone 
program, which was initiated by Lillian 
and Gene Elliott. 

Backbone Mountain, part of the 
Allegheny range, starts near Savage River 
and extends into West Virginia.

Yes, tourism is booming in 
Garrett County, making it the 
County’s leading industry as 
measured by revenue generation. 
Real estate value though is the 
major beneficiary of the boom. 

Homeownership, second-home 
homeownership and investment 
property continue to push up the 
land cost and new construction 
starts at record rates. The local 
court clerk recently shared that 
the amount of transfer tax he 
turned over to local government 
tripled in a year’s time. The local 
assessor’s office tracks land val- 
ues from several perspectives. 
Large tracts from around the 
County, highly desirable for hunt- 
ing and wildlife refuges, have 
been rising in value with the 
result that none is available for 
less than $1000 an acre.

Totally new properties tell the 
same story in the first half of fis- 
cal year 2003. In all of Garrett 
County 146 new properties were 
built for a total value of 
$27,132,178. In the Deep Creek 
Lake district there were 60 new 
properties for a total value of 
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$17,643,103. And while these 
figures reflect the popularity of 
the “vacation rental home,” a 
generally three-level, super luxuri- 
ous structure with room to sleep 
upwards of thirty people, figures 
for single-family homes are just 
as revealing. From 1999 to 2002 
permits for new homes county- 
wide rose from 219 to 405 for a 
total value of over $66 million. In 
the same period, roughly half of 
those permits were for Deep 
Creek Lake homes, but the total 
value of that half was nearly $53 
million. 

With a “Main Street” project 
active in each Garrett County 
municipality and major renova- 
tions of private Victorian homes in 
the county seat of Oakland that 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
built at the turn of the century, 
the wealth of Deep Creek Lake is 


distributed throughout the County 
in two forms. The property tax bill 
of non-Lake residents would be 
higher without those rocketing 
values around Deep Creek 
because rates would be higher 
across the County.

the black bear! It is refreshing to dis- 
cover that this native wildlife species 
has returned during a time when 
habitat losses are too often leading 
to wildlife population declines. The 
Sige Of 4 bear is proof that 
Maryland has extensive forest habi- 
tat for this wide-ranging animal. 
Black bears can become a nui- 
sance, however, particularly for peo- 
ple who live near prime bear habi- 
tat. Conflict between bears and 
people arise when bears damage 
personal property and agricultural 
products. A bear will take advantage 
of any food available. Never feed a 
bear — they come to rely on the 
easy meal rather than foraging the 
woods. Also, please keep meat scraps 
in the freezer until trash pick up 
day, rinse food cans and wrappers 
before disposing, keep pet food 
indoors, and keep BBQ grills and 
picnic tables clean. When a bear 
finds a food source, it will usually 
return to that source regularly.

1. If a bear stands on its hind legs 
while staring at you, it is not a sign 
of aggression. Bears rely on their 
sense of smell to alert them te 
potential danger and they are just 
“checking you out.” 


2. If you see a cub, tie mother « 
almost always nearby and very pro- 
tective. Be careful to avoid position- 
ing yourself between a mother and 
het cub. 


3.The way a bear shows aggressive 
behavior is to woof, snap its jaws, 
slap the ground or shrubs, or act 
like it’s about to charge at you. 
These are signs that you are too 
close and the bear is feeling threat- 
ened. Slowly back away. Always 
leave the bear an escape route. 


4. Bears can usually be chased away 
with loud noises — yell, bang pans or 
use an air horn. 


As a visitor, it 1s important to help 
minimize bear confrontations. They 
are most commonly seen in Deep. 
Creek State Park and alotue the 
Youghiogheny River corridor. The 
most important thing to remember 
is tO never panic Tiere ar no 
recorded bear attacks in western 
Maryland. So, if you see a bear, give 
it plenty of space, slowly back away 
and enjoy the experience.
